COUNCIL CONDEMNS TROOP TRAI 
1 STRONG RESOLUTIC 


A resolution by Councilman 
Joe Egenberger condemning the 
“Vietnam Day Committee,” 
Which attempted to stop a troop 
train in Albany Jast Thursday 
morning, passed 4-1 at the Mon- 
day night session of Albany City 
Council. 

Councilman Richard Clark, 
who voted no, said he did not 
necessarily reject the motion but 
objected to combining the right 
to picket peacefully with con- 
demnation of breaking the law. 
He also objected to indicating 
which councilman voted yes, as 
specified by Egenberger.

Egenberger prefaced his reso- 
lution by remarking that he had 
read the account of the Albany 
demonstration (see separate 
story) while attending an insti- 
tute in Santa Barbara last week, 
As he read of the way “‘the people 
supported the military forces and 
rejected pickets who would have 
stopped the movement of troops 
through the city, I suddenly felt 
a great pride and respect for our 
people and police,’’ he said.

is Honored 


Dr. Donald de Fremeéry, chem- 
ist in the U.S. Department of Ag- 
‘iculture’s Utilization Research 
Laboratory in Albany, has won 
the Institute of American Poul- 
try Industry Research Award. 

The award, for creative re- 
search in the field of poultry and 
egg products technology, includes 
$1,000 and a plaque. It was pre- 
sented at the recent annual meet- 
ing of the Poultry Science Assocl- 
ation in Athens, Ga. 

In his research Dr. de Fremery 
discovered significant relation- 
ships between post - mortem 
changes in poultry muscle and 
tenderness in the cooked meat. 
He found that a high rate of 
breakdown of glycogen (muscle 

starch’) results in muscle 
toughness, and unexpectedly that 
elimination of this breakdown re- 
sults in tenderness without aging. 
These studies indicate new ap- 
proaches toward practical meth- 


ods of eliminating the costly
